Union Bus Corporation Serves No- | 
tices in Suit to Void Equitable 
Franchise. 


Stockholders of the Brooklyn-Man- 
hattan Transit Corporation and the 
Brooklyn City Railroad are sched- | 
uled tomorrow to give their formal | 
approval to consolidation of the sur- | 
face car lines of the two companies. 
Their action, to be taken at special | 
meetings, would create a single sys- | 
tem with a trackage of more than | 
500 miles covering virtually all sur- | 
tace transportation in Brooklyn. 

The merger is regarded in transit 
circles as paving the way for direct 
negotiations between the city and the 
new surface line system for a fran- 
chise to operate buses in Brooklyn 
and Queens. The consolidated com- 
pany would be prepared to take over | 
lines included in the pending B. M. | 
T.-Equitable Coach Company bus 
merger if approved by the Board of 
Estimate, but that contingency is 
now regarded as extremely remote. 
The proposed surface line consolida- | 
tion has been so planned as to pro- 
vide for the inclusion of bus routes, 
and direct dealings with the city for 
franchise rights will be initiated at 
once should the Equitable’s pending 
franchise be rejected. | 
The merger is also considered a | 
distinct forward step in aid of the 
pending rapid transit unification 
negotiations between the city and 
the B. M. T. Transit officials said | 
yesterday that the consolidation, es- 
pecially if supplemented by a bus 
franchise, might create a profitable 
surface transportation system and 
thus cause the B. M. T. to agree to 
exclusion from the Untermyer unifi- 
cation plan of its surface lines. 


Rival Bus Company Lines. 


One more obstacle was thrown in 
the path of the Equitable Coach 
Company yesterday when the mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate, with 
the exception of Mayor Walker, who 
was at home ill, were served with 
notice of a taxpayer’s injunction 
suit, started by the Union Bus Cor- 
poration, and brought by Jason Meth 
in the Supreme Court, attacking the 
original Equitable franchise grant 
and the applications for its amend- 
ment. Justice A. H. Townley will 
hear on Feb. 25 Meth’s motion for a 
temporary injunction to prevent 
granting of the amended petitions. 
Process servers failed to locate 
Edmund L. Mooney, counsel for the 
Equitable, which was joined as a de- 
fendant in the action. 

The Meth suit alleged five causes 
of action and stressed the allegation 
that the applications to amend the 
franchise called for new routes and 
amounted to new franchise petitions 
requiring public hearings under the 
provisions of the city charter. The 
suit seeks to enjoin not only action 
by the Board of Estimate to grant 
the applications or to take further 
action with respect to the original 
franchse, but also asks an injunction 
to prevent the Equitable from oper- 
ating under the franchise which it 
now holds. 


Equitable Fails to Act. 


Up to last night the Equitable had 
failed to carry out its announced in- 
tention to seek reopening of the 
Transit Commission proceedings on 


granting of certificates of necessity 
and convenience under the original 
franchise. If it fails to obtain them 
by April 1 its franchise may be re- 
voked within thirty days thereafter 
by Board of Estimate resolution. The 
franchise will be subject to a like 
revocation if the board refuses to ex- 
tend beyond April 1 the time within 
which the coach company must ob- 
tain Transit Commission approval of

Execatives $1,500,000 Is Nation’s 
Daily Bill for Doctors. 





Miss Elizabeth Fox, national direc- | 
tor of the Public Health Nursing | 
Service of the American Red Cross, 
addressed yesterday the 250 Red/| 
Cross executives who are holding a/| 


y conference this week at the Russell 


Sage Foundation. 


Miss Fox said that twenty out of | 
every 1,000 persons were sick every | 
day of the year, and that 10 per cent | 
of them required hospital care. Last} 
year there were 97,000 deaths from 
accidents, or almost three times as 
many as in the United States Army | 
in the World War. Miss Fox said ill- | 
ness was extremely costly to the com- | 
munity as well as to the individual, 
$1,500,000 being paid every day for| 
doctors’ fees. | 

The rural communities and the 
counties need nurses, hospitals and 
public health-officials, she said, and 
the Red Cross is meeting these needs 
as far as possible. 

The New York County and the 
3ronx chapters of the American Red 
Cross, as part of its campaign for 
health, are teaching home hygiene} 
and care of the sick in the crowded | 
sections of the city and carrying on! 
life saving and first-aid programs in 
the schools and colleges.

Some 208 Yale 
students were supplied with samples 
of each cigarette and were asked to 
smoke and compare the four dis- 
guised brands without knowing their 
identity.

The News supervised the test on 
January 18 at various fraternity 
houses and in the News office. 

When the votes were recorded it 
was discovered that OLD GOLD 
(Cigarette No. 3) had’ won.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—Six 
hundred leading American 
gathered today in the beautiful 
domed Temple Emanu-El at Ar-

the opening session of the thirty- 
| first Council of the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations. 

“How godly are thy tents, O 
Jacob; thy dwelling places, O Israel,’’ 
quoted Ludwig Vogelstein, in a trib- 
ute to the beauty of the setting as 
he called the assemblage to order. 

Mr. Vogelstein’s address as chair- 
man of the executive board of the 
union was the feature of the first

business session of the convention. ! 


Preceding him Samuel Dinkelspiel, 
chairman of the San Francisco Con- 
vention Committee, and Judge Max 
C. Sloss had welcomed the delegates 
who represent the 
Church in America. 

In outlining the work confronting 
the convention chairman Mr. Vogei- 
stein recalled that less than one hun- 
dred years have elapsed since Jews 
first settled on the Pacific Coast 
| “‘Today,’’ he said, ‘‘we find here 
tone of the principal cittes of the 
United States, a metropolis famed 
} for its beauty the world over. It is 
}an unusual and thrilling experience 
for the Jews of America to assemble 
at the Golden Gate. 

‘“‘History is being written today. 
The Jewish historian of the future 
will record this convention as one 
of the outstanding events in Ameri- 
can Jewish life in the early part of 
the century. We.may say in the 
words of the psalmist: ‘How mar- 
velous are Thy works,,O Lord.’’ 

Purpose of the Symposium. 

The chairman wakeétted that 
conventjoa’s symposium on ‘Judaism 
and the Modern World”’ would be an 
jattempt to ascertain: whether the 
conflict between Judaism and mod 
ernism iS real or’ imaginary and 
would answer these three challenges 

1—What ‘is Judaism’s position 
toward the claims of modern sc 
entists based on the new discover- 
ies in the field of physical science? 

2—What answer can Judaism 
give the implications of the new 
psychological conception of man? 

3—Is there a conflict between the 
teachings of Judaism and the 
claims of the social order? 

‘‘Bear in mind,’’ said Mr. Vogel- 
stein, ‘‘that we liberals are an insig- 
nificant minority, probably not over 
400,000 of more than 4,000,000 Jews 
in America. But ours is the obliga- 
tion to carry the banner of Judaism 
in this country, The next generation 
will witness the absorption into our 
synagogues of millions who, owing 
to their later arrival, are still brawe 
y fighting a hopeless battle to main- 
tain a medieval culture in the midst 
of a Western civilization. We have 
no quarrel with them, but the transi- 
tion must be made slowly.”’ 

An appeal for contributions to the 
endowment fund being raised for the 
Hebrew Union College at Cincinnati 
| concluded with these words: 

‘“‘We are standing on the threshold 
| of the most wonderful period in Jew- 
| ish history.”

Reserve Has ‘‘No Announcement.”’ 


‘There is no announcement,” was

The] 
announcement was made by Deputy 
Governor Edwin R. Kenzel while the 
meeting was still In progress, an 
hour after the close of the stock 
market. 

Reports in Wall Street were that 
the Reserve Bank was continuing 
its pressure against the money mar- 
ket by allowing maturing bankers’ 
acceptances to run off without mak- 
ing any replacements. This shifted 
the burden of the acceptance market 
wholly to the banks, and forecasts 
were made that acceptance yield 
rates would be marked up this week. 
The banks were reported to be buy- 
ing acceptances on a larger scale, 
but this was offset by the action 
of the Reserve Bank in staying out 
of the market. 

Indications that the Reserve Bank 
also was selling United States Gov- 
ernment securities were seen in the 
weak tone that prevailed in these 
obligations. Government bonds closed 
with net losses of from 1-32 to % of 
a point for the day and several is- 
sues sold at their lowest levels of 
the year. These sales, which take 
funds out of the market, are regarded 
as one of the most effective ways 
which the Reserve Bank has of tight- 
ening up credit. 

Call money, however, was in good 
supply throughout the day, the rate 
renewing at 8 per cent and closing at 
7 per cent, as against 9 per cent at 
the close on Friday.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (4).-—Spec- 
ulation in cotton engaged the Senate 
today as discussion opened on od 
bill of Senator Caraway to prevent 
the sale of cotton and grain in fu-| 
ture markets. 


The measure was described by its | 
author as one which would benefit | 
the cotton and grain growers, and | 
in turn by Senator Ransdell, Demo- 
crat, of Louisiana, as one which} 
would be bound to have a very ad-| 
verse effect upon prices. 

Denouncing at the outset the | 
‘‘propaganda,’’ which, he laid to op-/| 
ponents of the bill, Senator Caraway 
declared that only gamblers were 
profiting by the ability to speculate 
in future markets. Senator Rans- 
dell contended that a large part of! 
the dealing in futures was legitimate 
and asserted that there is no other! 
method of handling sales of cotton) 
and grain except by future markets. | 

“This bill,’ Senator Ransdell said, | 
‘‘would completely destroy those} 
markets and would offer nothing in| 
lieu thereof. If there be evils in the | 
present method, would it not be wise | 
to suggest methods of relief? Why} 
disrupt business?” | 

The farmer, he said, has ‘‘no other 
assurance’ of sales except on future | 
contracts. | 


Bill Sets Up Penalties. 

The Caraway bill specifically would | 
make it unlawful for any person, | 
corporation, partnership, joint stock 


company, society or association to 
send any message, either by tele- 
phone, telegraph, mail or otherwise 
offering to make a contract for the 
purchase or sale for future delivery 
of cotton or grain without intendin 
that it should be actually delivaned 
or received. 

The measure would punish viola- 
tors with a fine of not more than 
$10,000, nor less than $1,000, or im- 
prisonment for not more than six 
months, nor less than one month. 

Senators Ransdell and Brookhart, 
Republican, of Iowa, engaged in an 
exchange regarding the use specu- 
lators made of the surpluses, Brook- 
hart contending that they were used 
“‘to beat the price down.” 

‘‘Let’s be fair,’’ Ransdell shouted. 
“Don’t you know they put the price | 
up as often as they put it down?” | 
Senator Smith, Democrat, of South 
Carolina, explained that farmers 
must sell all their crop immediately 
‘because they are helpless, and some- 
body is going to buy.’’ 

Senator Brookhart declared that in 
Iowa last Summer oats were selling 
for 32 cents a bushel as the new crop 
came on the market, while, a few 
weeks before, the price was 65 cents 
a bushel. 

‘‘Wheat farmers in 1916 got $1.16 
for their crop, while the speculators | 
er sold it for as high as $3.25,” he | 
said. 





‘Seeks Reserve Bank Inquiry. 


A resolution calling for an investi-| 
gation by the House Banking Com-| 
mittee of Loans, made by the Fed-| 


eral Reserve Banks of New York, 
Chicago and New Orleans since 1925 
to brokers for speculation in cattle 
and crops, was introduced toda by 
Representative Brand, Democrat, of 
Georgia.

Briefly it is the tragedy of one who

ehastity, made in pious devotion to 
the new electric god, he casts him- 
telf into the dynamo in a graphic 
final scene. 

Never a respecter traditions, 
either of thought or of craftsman- 
ship, Mr. O'Neill has this time con- 
¢tructed his play entirely according 
fo his own principles. As in ‘Desire 
Under the Elms,”’ here are the four; 
rooms of two adjacent houses com- 
pletely exposed, splendidly designed 
in Lee Simonson’s skeletonized set- 
tings. The last act, charged with 
a mad fury both in writing and act- 
ing, exposes the interior of a light 
and power company’s hydro-electric 
plant, where the new false god hums 
@n inscrutable, threatening tune. 
Representing his characters, not as 
individuals, but as concepts and gen- 
eralized figures—after the fashion of 
Greek tragedy—Mr. O'Neill has em- 
ployed the ‘‘aside’’ generally as a 
means of forcing all the implications 
of the religious conflict out of the 
text into lurid dialogue and showy 
action. At last he seems to have 
gotten the form of his drama in 
harmony with the universal theme 
he is freely developing. Vouchsafed 
a performance as broad and auda- 
cious as his story, and lucidly direct- 
éd by Philip Moeller, Mr. O'Neill 
teveals a drama of overwhelming 
stature. 

The discussion, which ‘‘Dynamo”’ 
must certainly awaken, will centre 
more about its form than its story. 
In the story Mr. O'Neill has epitom- 
reed the spiritual record of the sci- 
entific and machine era. Reuben 
Light, son of a Connecticut minister 
is tricked, rather than converted 
into athcism by the godless superin- 
tendent of a power plant, who lives 
next door. Having lost the old faith 
Reuben struggles for a new one that 
will endure the hard test of the new- 
ly defined forces in life. The dynamo 
satisfies him—almost completely. 

He wrestles with it and with him- 
self, tortures himself savagely, to ex- 
tract from it the final assurance of 
divinity. And presently he is invok- 
ing it, quite as his father invoked the 
old fundamental God, enduring temp- 
tations in its holy name and renounc- 
ing the sins of the flesh, quite as his 
father did in the first act. t it is 
a futile devotion. The dynamo sings 
and grinds its own mysterious music. 
It is, in fact, as remote, as impassive, 
as inscrutable as the God Reuben 
has already renounced as outmoded. 

Inhuman as ‘“‘Dynamo’’ is, with 
its strange, unreal fervor, it contains 
some of Mr. O’Neill’5s best writing. 
His vigorous and versatile style, 
which is not often precise in its word- 
ing, encompasses the sonorous piety 
of the preacher, the vain, empty, 
silly sentimentality of the superin- 
tendent’s wife, the humorous blas- 
phemy of the atheist and the racy 
slang of the young people. And the 
nlay, with its detached and suspen- 
sive action, encompasses on the same 
tage the old and the new, the dying 
ind the living, and makes for the 

harpest contrast in at least five dis- 
tinet points of view. 

Perhaps Ada Fife, the vulgar jade 
with whom Reuben falls in love, isa 
human character in the familiar 
terms, for she lives without prtnciple 
ani asks for nothing that the world 
does not easily supply. But the oth- 
erg are personifications of spiritual 
and intellectual impulses. Mr. O’Neill 
uses them as generalized figures in 
the pattern of his theme. 

He is fortunate in both his director 
and actors. George Gaul as the ob- 
sessed parson, Helen Westley as his 
rather contemptuous wife, Dudley 
Digges as the jovially infamous tor- 
mentor give excellent performances. 
Sometimes Catherine Calhoun Dou- 
cet loses the contributory significance 
of her part in its farcical humor. As 
Ada Fife, Claudette Colbert gives the 
best performance in her career, vivid 
and descriptive, without a trace of 
self-consciousness. And Glenn An- 
pders, as the groping seeker after 
faith, infuses his acting with a tre- 
mendous, sweeping earnestness. 

Such broad and generalized plays 
as “‘Dynamo”’ provoke endless dis- 
cussion, and make enemies quite as 
violent as friends. For “Dynamo”’ 
is violent also. Writing on the most 
essential theme of modern life, Mr. 
O’Neill has strength and breadth. 
and a lashing, poetic fury.

Dr. WILLIAM E. BARTON in his ar- 
ticle in last Sunday’s TIMES on “ Lin- 
coln: the Sources of His Strength,” 
wrote that LINCOLN was “ fortunate

he is known to have read in his 
youth enly five volumes—a five- 
volume shelf would have held all his 
books.

who was assassinated last July. 

The letters received by former 
President alles also threatened the 
kidnapping of his daughter, Ernes- 
tina, wife of Thomas Arnold Robin- 
son of New York, now in business in 
Mexico City. The letters were said 
to resemble similar ones received by 
General Obregon before his assass- 
ination. 

In a signed statement to Mexico 
city newspapers tonight President 
Emilio Portes Gil said that the gov- 
ernment was convinced: that the au- 
thors of the bomb attempt against 
his life Sunday morning were ‘‘ele- 
ments who undoubtedly exalted fa- 
natical Catholics.’’ 

The President said the conclusion 
was based on investigations after the 
dynamiting of his special train, 
which disclosed religious propaganda 
near the scene of the blast. He said 
there was not the slightest proof to 
back up the contention of” newspa- 
pers here that the plot was of po- 
litical origin.
